Agawam Rotarians have passion 
for helping people

Wi Dave DeLancey — a 
young marketing executive 
for a local bank — went to “check 
out” a new service club forming 
in Agawam, he was so impressed 
that he became a charter member. 

That was 1975. DeLancey, 
now semi-retired, still belongs 
to that organization — the Aga- 
wam Rotary Club. The club, 
through the volunteering efforts 


of DeLancey and other Rotar- 
ians, has been dedicated to mak- 
ing Agawam a better community 
through a broad array of activities 
for nearly 40 years. 

Summer concerts on the Vet- 
eran’s Green, a golf tournament, 
and a fall festival are three of its 
most visible programs. Money 
from these and other events — as 
well as annual membership dues 
— raise about $10,000 annually 
for various community projects. 
Support also comes from contri-

Receiving the gift of life 


Emmalynn Bishop undergoes transplant surgery

AGAWAM — Just 12 hours 
before 13-month-old Emmalynn 
Bishop was scheduled to receive 
a live donor liver transplant at 
Boston Children’s Hospital, her 
family received word that another 
donor liver was available. 

Emmalynn, who celebrated her 
first birthday in April, has been 
battling stage III hepatoblastoma, 
a childhood liver cancer, since 
she was 9 months old, when her 
mother, Gina Bishop, mentioned 
to Emmalynn’s physician that her 
belly was hard during an exami- 
nation. Less than a week later, she 


was admitted to the hospital and 
had an MRI for a mass in her ab- 
domen. 

Since her diagnosis, Emmal- 
ynn has undergone five rounds 
of chemotherapy — each lasting 
for three weeks. In between the 
third and fourth rounds, Emmal- 
ynn was sent for tests in Boston 
to determine whether the tumor 
could be resected. Although doc- 
tors were initially hopeful that it 
could be removed, they ultimately 
decided Emmalynn would need a 
liver transplant. 

Bishop took to Facebook and 
asked the more than 1,000 fans of 
the “Praying for Emmalynn” page

Condo owners: 
Trash policy unfair

AGAWAM — Several condo- 
minium owners insisted at last 
week’s city council meeting that 
the town pick up their trash or re- 
imburse them for the cost of pay- 
ing a private hauler to collect it. 

Of the 100 or so people who 
attended the June 17 city council 
meeting — during which the $87.7 
million fiscal year 2014 operat- 
ing budget was discussed — at 
least three condominium owners 
expressed their frustration with 
the town, stating that every ho- 
meowner receives trash removal 
services but they do not.

Brian Halla of Castle Hill Road 
said he has tried to broach the is- 
sue with the town in the past, but 
that it has been included on the 
city council agenda only once in 
18 months. 

“This experience makes us be- 
lieve that we are being treated as 
second class residents,” he said. 

Corey Colonial resident Diane 
Arventos asked the council to 
help condominium owners with 
rubbish collection. 

“We, as taxpayers, deserve to 
have our trash picked up by the

AGAWAM — The mayor of Agawam 
supports a measure that will be on the bal- 
lot this November that would extend not 
only the mayoral term, but the terms for 
all elected officials in Agawam, from two 
years to four. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said in a re- 
cent interview that the longer terms would 
take effect upon passage. Thus, the length 
of the term of the mayor to be elected this 
November will itself be decided simulta- 
neously by the outcome of voting on this 
ballot provision. 

The chief argument of proponents of 
the four-year term is that continuity in 
office assists in effective governance. As 
Cohen put it, “campaigning is a full time 
job, we all know that,” and “time goes so 
quickly” within the two-year cycle. 

City Clerk Richard Theroux said that 
his office budgets $17,000 for each town 
election. He cautions that there are also 
expenses outside of his office budget in- 
volved, including, for example, custodial 
expenses, or costs imposed on the schools 
because they have to close for a day, and 
so forth. But as a rock-bottom minimum, 
he said, $17,000 is the savings that will 
be gained within each four-year cycle by 
holding only one election instead of two. 

A mayoral system of town government

is itself a minority approach in Massachu- 
setts: it exists in only 46 cities and towns. 
Within localities that do have a mayoral 
system, many have two-year terms, but the 
trend is moving toward four-year terms. 

As Cohen noted, Springfield and 
Northampton have both recently made the 
switch. Other towns, including Easthamp- 
ton and Holyoke, currently have it under 
consideration. 

Not everyone in town is supportive, 
however. Rosemary Sandlin, who was on 
the town’s school committee for 22 years 
and who represented Agawam in the leg- 
islature for four, said she opposes one-is- 
sue-only charter changes of this sort. She 
wants “a full look at the charter to see how 
it’s still relevant,’ and said she would like 
that review to be led by a commission of 
people who aren’t elected officials. 

As to Springfield, Sandlin she does not 
think the comparison is apt. 

“We don’t have the same sort of prob- 
lems that Springfield has,” she said. 

With the argument about effective 
governance, too, Sandlin said she served 
subject to two-year re-elections in both 
the legislature and the school committee 
and found that, “If you do a good job, you 
don’t have to campaign that hard.” 

Asked whether he thought the proposal 
would carry, Cohen said, “We never know 
if anything is a sure thing. That’s why we 
have elections.”

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Headquarters subject of 
commission discussion 


Business owner seeks to transfer liquor license

The Agawam Liquor License Commission 
held a meeting Wednesday, June 19, to dis- 
cuss the status of the liquor license for The 
Headquarters, located at 485 Springfield St. 
in Agawam. 

John G. Kudlic, owner of the property and 
license, had shut down the establishment ap- 
proximately five months ago. 

“It was a business decision that [Kudlic] 
made because he wasn’t happy with how 
the person leasing the space was running the 
business,” said Kenneth Largay, Agawam 
Liquor License Commission chairman. 

Since closing the space previously leased 
by Joe Herring, Kudlic has been remodeling 
and tying up loose ends before opening up 
the business again. 

Kudlic stated at the meeting that he had a 
new person in line to lease the business but 
needed to take care of some tax issues first. 

“There is a tax issue with the previous 
leaser so that needs to be taken care of before 
we can transfer [the liquor license] to a new 
person,” said Largay, noting that Herring’s 
tax concern was state related and not con- 
nected to town matters. 

As of May 2013, the Alcoholic Beverages 
Control Commission and the Massachusetts 
Department of Revenue have streamlined the 
process through which businesses can apply 
for licenses to serve and sell alcohol. 

State law requires proof that individuals 
applying for alcoholic beverages licenses 
have complied with all tax laws and that both 
the buyer and seller of a license have no out- 
standing tax issues. 

Applicants now have the opportunity to 
seek a Department of Revenue Certificate of 
Standing through the DOR website at www. 


mass. gov. 

The certificate can be generated in two 
days if applicants are in compliance. There 
is also a feature on the site to quickly resolve 
and pay any outstanding tax liabilities. 

Kudlic later discussed the plan for the new 
establishment: a more polished place with 
food and a sports bar feel but for an older 
crowd. He expressed how he wanted to be 
the manager for the next incarnation of the 
space but the board advised against it. 

“We don’t want an off-premises manager. 
We want a person that is going to be there 
and that you can deal directly with who actu- 
ally runs the business,” said Robert Swika- 
lus, Agawam Liquor Licensing Commission 
board member. 

The reason for the recommendation that 
the Kudlic pick a different, on-site manager 
is because he is already managing a primary 
business. 

Once the new space is ready, it will again 
go through an inspection process. In order 
to move forward, Kudlic will have to attend 
the next meeting and submit a letter stating 
the steps he has taken to reactivate the liquor 
license and communicate with the Agawam 
Liquor License Commission. 

“As soon as that happens, hopefully we can 
get it up and running again. I’d like to have 
them in there for September and to hopefully 
have the transfer with the new people com- 
ing in,” said Largay. ““That’s the game plan 
but it doesn’t always happen. We’re willing 
to work with them for several months to try 
and get that place reactivated and back on 
the tax payroll.” 

The next Agawam Liquor Licensing Com- 
mission meeting will take place in Septem- 
ber at the Agawam Public Library, 750 Coo- 
per St.

The idea of doing right by others is one 
of the guiding principles of the Rotary Club 
organization, which we’ve featured on Page 
1 this week. Many of the individuals who 
have joined Rotary throughout the years 
have done so because they wanted to give 
back to their community; to do something 
good for others. As a service organization, 
Rotary does just that. 

The Agawam Rotary Club, founded in 
1975, provides scholarships to high school 
students, assistance to people in need of food 
and/or shelter, donations to local charitable 
organizations, and free entertainment for the 
community, to name just a few.

New tax classification needed for condos 


To the editor: 


Condo owners in Agawam pay full 
residential tax rates but do not get mu- 
nicipal services such as trash pick-up 
and snow plowing, among other ser- 
vices. 

We condo owners recycle, but receive 
no benefits — the town of Agawam reaps 
the rewards. We also pay these services 


in our maintenance fees. In other words, 
we pay twice for the same services. 

We need a new tax classification to be 
taxed at a lower rate for condos. 

Most people who own condos are re- 
tired on a fixed income. 
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In 1999, a popular movie came out 
called “The Sixth Sense.” If you saw 
it, you may remember a main charac- 
ter saying, “I see dead people — they’re 
everywhere!” I thought of that recently 
in considering the news of the day — as 
well as while reading a 
couple of Bible stories. 
The Hebrew scriptures 
tell of the prophet Elijah 
stretching his body over 
a dying boy — a widow’s 
son — and beseeching 
God to restore him to 
life (I Kings 17:17-24). 
There is a gospel story 
(Luke 7:11-17) of Je- 
sus talking directly to 
a dead young man and 
restoring to life another 
widow’s son. These sto- 
ries speak to the fragility 
of life and the power of 
God. We are reminded 
that things can change in 
a heartbeat in this world. 
But life is also flexible, 
open to possibility, and 
capable of being reborn 
and used according to God’s will. We 
are challenged to not just accept the 
fact of the world’s suffering or to be- 
come mired in hopelessness. How can 
we be more like Elijah in seeking ways 
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to stretch our own bodies over a world 
in need of life and hope? How can we 
emulate Jesus in embracing the world’s 
great needs by extending hands of com- 
passion to all in the name of God? 

Getting involved means we need 
to get our hands dirty. 
Consider the story from 
Luke. Jesus touched 
the bier of the dead 
young man. There was 
hesitation, even 
though according to 
the thinking of the day 
he would become ritu- 
ally unclean. The act 
conveyed compassion 
and hope. Sometimes 
“you gotta do what you 
gotta do.” The heart of 
the story is about grace 
and compassion. This 
widow did not seek 
Jesus’ help; nothing is 
said of her faith. Jesus 
had compassion for her 
- his heart went out to 
her. God’s grace comes 
in times of need with- 
out conditions, and it brings hope. The 
Lord’s heart goes out to those who are 
suffering. We should have such a heart, 
along with hands that are not afraid to 
get dirty. 


Compassion is not just an attitude or 
a feeling. It should motivate us to do 
something to bring hope to a seemingly 
hopeless situation. I see dead people. 
Spiritually and emotionally, dead peo- 
ple and situations are everywhere. We 
need to start talking directly to people 
who have lost all hope, who feel as good 
as dead, who are in desperate situations. 
What do we do when someone loses his 
or her means of support, which in our 
society is usually a job? How do we do 
something that will provide real hope? 
How do we “stretch our bodies” over the 
person in need, like Elijah? How do we 
“touch the bier” like Jesus? Where and 
how are we willing to make ourselves 
“unclean” in the hope of bringing about 
a better future? 

These accounts from the Scriptures 
invite us to consider how we might act 
in real compassion toward people we 
come across who have lost hope. I see 
dead people. We are invited to see just 
how real these seemingly impossible 
stories are. They may have already hap- 
pened, or be happening right now, in 
our very midst. Compassion may move 
us to act in the situations we face along 
our life’s journey. We all must develop 
compassionate hearts that motivate 
compassionate acts that bring hope to 
a dying world, just like Elijah and just 
like Jesus.

butions by individuals and businesses. 

Scholarships to high school students, as- 
sistance to people in need of food and shelter, 
donations to local charitable organizations, 
and free entertainment for the community 
are among the beneficiaries. 

Members meet every Wednesday at noon 
—usually at Storrowton Tavern — to exchange 
ideas on how to improve the club and to cre- 
ate new ways to raise funds to help those in 
need. 

“We have a great lunch, enjoy each other’s 
company, and listen to a variety of special 
speakers who have something they can con- 
tribute to the club and our community,” said 
club president and Agawam City Councilor 
George Bitzas. 

While it’s an independent organization, 
the Agawam Rotary is affiliated with the 
oldest and largest international service club, 
Rotary International (RI). Agawam’s club is 
one of 32,000 Rotary clubs in 200 countries 
with more than 1.2 million Rotarians. They 
represent a cross section of business profes- 
sionals and community leaders. 

The Agawam club was chartered in 1976 
when it “split off’ from the West Springfield 
Rotary Club to conduct local projects con- 
sistent with RI’s “service above self” motto. 

“The town’s population had increased, cre- 
ating a need for a separate club to focus on 
providing humanitarian services and build- 
ing goodwill in Agawam,” said DeLancey, 
who now serves as one of the club’s direc- 
tors. “At the meeting to discuss forming a 
club in Agawam, representatives from West 
Springfield explained what the Rotary is and 
how it could benefit not only our town but 
also people around the world.” 

Rotary was founded in 1905 by Chicago 
lawyer Paul Harris who wanted to foster the 
friendly spirit in the villages where he grew 
up. Because the first meetings rotated among 
members’ places of business, it became 
known as the “Rotary” and a wagon wheel 
—a precursor to the current cogwheel design 
— became the club emblem. 

That friendly spirit Harris sought to dupli- 
cate with the Rotary still exists today. Just 
ask John Barber. An Agawam Rotary mem- 
ber since 1999, he experienced the Rotary 
spirit firsthand. “Tragedy struck my fam- 
ily just before I was to become president in 
2008,” said Barber. “The encouragement and 
support — even love — I received from Ro- 
tary members helped me begin the healing 
process.” 

Not a ‘networking group’ 

Barber, also a club director, owns CHH 
Engraving, which he bought from a fellow 
Rotarian, the late Charles H. Heyl. Barber 
said Rotary isn’t for everyone. "It’s a service

organization — not a networking group.” 

He called Rotary fellowship “great,” add- 
ing: “The opportunity to ‘rub elbows’ with a 
variety of business and civic leaders is won- 
derful. The opportunity to hear speakers and 
presentations on a wide variety of topics is 
educational and often entertaining. But they 
are all secondary to the primary reason for 
joining Rotary — a desire to serve.” 

Bitzas said some of his goals are to in- 
crease membership, hold more fundraisers, 
provide more support to charitable organiza- 
tions and the poor in the community, and in- 
crease public awareness of what the Rotary 
does. 

“The majority of the public isn’t aware of 
the good work that a Rotary Club provides 
locally, nationally, and internationally,’ he 
said. “Rotary addresses difficult issues in our 
community as well as pressing issues in the 
country and all over the world — from provid- 
ing food, clean water, health care, medical 
supplies, youth development, job training to 
helping millions of people become literate.” 

Bitzas said the Agawam Rotary also sup- 
ports the efforts of RI to eradicate polio 
worldwide through Polio Plus — a program 
created in 1985 to immunize all the children 
in the world against polio. 

While Rotary clubs are open to people of 
all cultures and ethnicities and are not affili- 
ated with any political or religious organiza- 
tions, women had been excluded from the 
organization for its first 84 years. Women 
were finally admitted into clubs worldwide 
in 1989 — making them an integral part of 
the membership. 

More than one-third of the Agawam Ro- 
tary Club’s 36 members are women. Bitzas 
said the club seeks as many members as pos- 
sible from both genders. “Prospective mem- 
bers are invited to our weekly meetings so 
they can learn about the wonderful work we 
do.” 

When membership was opened to wom- 
en, Kathy Ayre became one of the Agawam 
club’s first female members. “I wanted to 
give back and be a part of the community. 
I was there at the right time and place once 
Rotary decided to allow women.” 

Ayre, owner and president of Ayre Real 
Estate, currently chairs the club’s golf tour- 
nament committee. She has served on vari- 
ous committees during the past quarter of 
a century and has also held several offices, 
including president in 1995-96 — the club’s 
20th anniversary. “Of all the clubs and mem- 
berships I’ve been a part of over the years, I 
really love what Rotary does for the commu- 
nity and its international projects.” 

Added DeLancey, “I keep coming to Ro- 
tary meetings and participating in our activi- 
ties because I still enjoy it as much as I did 
when I first joined 37 years ago.”

to consider screening to become a live liver 
donor. Just 24 hours later, she posted that the 
Lahey Clinic received over 20 donor inqui- 
ries and needed to screen those before look- 
ing at more possibilities. 

“Our pastor’s wife was going to be our 
live donor,’ Bishop announced. 

The surgery was scheduled for Monday, 
June 24 at Boston Children’s Hospital. Last 
week, however, Emmalynn spiked a fever. 

“We ended up at Baystate and then were 
transferred to Boston Children’s,” she said. 
Emmalynn’s fever did go away and she was 
put on antibiotics as a precaution. 

“Emma is currently scheduled to be in 
Boston Sunday evening to be ready for sur- 
gery Monday morning,’ Bishop wrote on 
Emmalynn’s Facebook page June 19. “She 
is supposed to be getting her liver transplant 
by a live donor. We pray that this fever is just 
a minor setback and will not interfere with 
her scheduled surgery.” 

But on Sunday afternoon — around 3 p.m., 
Bishop recalls — the family was notified that 
a deceased liver donor was found who was a 
match for Emmalynn. 

By 9:15 p.m., June 23, Emmalynn was in 
pre-op and by 9:30 p.m., doctors determined 
that “the liver looked good” and gave the go 
ahead for surgery. 

“They were really good about giving 
us updates throughout,” said Bishop, who 
anxiously waited on hospital staff to check 
in with Emmalynn’s status during the eight 
hours she was in surgery. “It was really good 
to hear from them and prepare ourselves.” 

Throughout the surgery, Bishop said she 
placed her trust in God that everything would 
work out, as she had since Emmalynn’s diag- 
nosis. Her Hope Community Church family 


played a big a part in helping her through the 
last four months, she said. When Emmalynn 
was first diagnosed, members of the church 
would bring meals to the family every night 
of the week and even organized fundrais- 
ers to help see Emmalynn and her family 
through treatment. 

By 4:30 a.m. on June 24, the family was 
notified that doctors were finishing up with 
the surgery. 

“Basically, it was a perfect match,’ Bishop 
said, adding, “The surgery went great.” 

The family knows nothing about Emmal- 
ynn’s donor because it was all confidential, 
and Bishop said she reflected on that while 
Emmalynn was in surgery. 

“We’re saddened, obviously, for the donor 
family,” she said. “This not just about us and 
our daughter anymore.” 

Post surgery, Emmalynn had a “rough go” 
Monday morning. 

“Tt was trial and error in terms of her med- 
ication,” said Bishop. “By this afternoon, 
they did figure out pain medication that is 
working well.” 

Still, her oxygen levels dipped in the after- 
noon a few times. 

“She’s not really breathing all that well 
when that happens, but it seems to have rec- 
tified itself,’ said Bishop. “The first day is 
always the most critical.” 

Emmalynn will likely be hospitalized for 
two weeks before she can return home to 
Agawam with her family. Her mother keeps 
Emmalynn’s “fans” updated on Facebook. 

“She’s a mini-celebrity, that’s for sure,” 
said Bishop, who extended her thanks to the 
people who have left comments and well 
wishes on the page. 

“The more people reaching out to us, the 
more people she’s reaching,” said Bishop. 
“Tt touches us very deeply.”

Condo owners say trash policy unfair

town or some kind of compensation,” she said. 

“We’re paying the same taxes as everyone else here,” she 
told Agawam Advertiser News following the meeting. “I 
know we’re private property but they won’t even come and 
do up a bulk pickup or pick up our Christmas trees. We get 
no services considering we pay the same as everyone else 
in town.” 

According to the town’s solid waste regulations, only one- 
family through four-family dwellings are eligible for solid 
waste collection service. Condominiums, apartment com- 
plexes and commercial businesses are not. 

But Arventos said the town shows no qualms about taking 
the condo owners’ recycling. 

“They come in and pick up our recyclables so the town 
gets the break with the tonnage they need,” she said. “They 
say they can’t come on our property but they’re able to come 
in to take our recyclables. I think if they can do that, then 
they can come and take our trash.” 

Bruce Cone, a resident of Brookfield Lane, told the coun- 
cil his friend owns a “freestanding house” and has lower 
taxes, although he reaps the benefit of trash collection while 
Cone does not. 

“Tt’s time you start considering us as citizens,’ stated 
Cone, who said he’s been “stonewalled every time” he tries 
to bring the issue to light. 

But Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who himself 
owned a condo for 10 years, said those residents live on pri- 
vate property and that public dollars cannot be spent there. 

He pointed out that when someone purchases a condo- 
minium, they sign an agreement in which it states that ho- 
meowners association (HOA) fees cover the cost of trash 
collection. 

“There is question on whether public dollars can be spent 
on private property. It can’t,” said Cohen. “If we picked up 
their trash — on private property — do we then have to pick 
it up for all apartment buildings and commercial properties? 
We do not collect their trash either; it’s private property.” 

Cohen said this particular discussion has been going on 
since the 1970s. 


“All taxpayers do not necessary qualify to use municipal 
services supported by tax revenue,” he said. “That is not un- 
constitutional nor illegal.” 

Cohen said that the city council has reviewed this issue 
“for numerous years and have not acted on it.” 

If it decided to act on it, Cohen would have to increase 
the budget. 

“We’ll also have to look at it when they ask us to pay for 
electricity for lights on private property or when they ask us 
to plow for private driveways,” he said. Condo driveways, he 
added, are not public ways. 

“When you choose to live in a condo, you know that it 
is private property because there are agreements signed be- 
tween a buyer and the condo association,” said Cohen, “Un- 
fortunately, they don’t want us to pick their trash up; they 
want a reimbursement. They think they’re paying taxes and 
they’re entitled to have all these services.” 

While he can understand the concerns expressed by the 
condominium owners, complying with their request would 
“open up a large can of worms,” Cohen said. “When you 
live on private property, you are responsible for that private 
property.” 

Associate Solicitor Patrick Toney told the city council the 
town’s law department has conducted research into the mat- 
ter and determined that it would cost between $220,000 and 
$300,000 a year to pick up trash at all the condo units. 

“In fiscally harsh times, it would be reckless ... to spend 
this money,” he said. 

The only way to change the solid waste regulation is by 
ordinance with the city council, but “prices would be exor- 
bitant.” 

City Councilor Paul Cavallo — who is a condo owner — said 
he thinks the council should listen to the concerns put forth 
at the meeting. 

“The council owes it to them to sit down with them in a 
subcommittee and talk to them,” he said, adding, “They’re 
another segment of the community. I think we should be ob- 
ligated to them as well.” 

“There’s got to be some way we can fix this problem,” 
agreed Councilor Joseph Mineo.

Agawam residents to ride 
in Pan-Mass Challenge 


AGAWAM — For local residents will participate in the 
34th annual Pan-Mass Challenge (PMC) Saturday, Aug. 3 
and Sunday, Aug. 4. The PMC is the nation’s first charity 
bike-a-thon. 

David Cote and Brett Gearing of Agawam and Leonard 
Bruso and Douglas Dreyer of Feeding Hills will be among 
5,500 cyclists who will ride with the collective goal of 
raising $38 million to support adult and pediatric cancer 
care and research at Dana-Farber Cancer Institute through 
the Jimmy Fund. 

PMC riders range in age from 13 to 88. Some are sea- 
soned tri-athletes while others are weekend warriors who 
trained for this event alone. Many PMC participants ride 
in honor of a family member or friend lost to, or being 
treated for, cancer. All share a passion and desire to one 
day find a cure for the disease. The average PMC cyclist 
trains for three months, solicits 40 sponsors, and raises 
more than $6,000. Doctors ride alongside their patients; 
grandparents ride with their grandchildren; and others 
show support from the sidelines in the form of donations 
and cheers. More than 300 riders are cancer survivors or 
current patients. 

During PMC weekend, individual cyclists unite to be- 
come one extended family. The camaraderie shared by 
5,500 cyclists, more than 3,000 volunteers, and thousands 
of spectators, is one reason cyclists from 36 states and 
eight countries return to Massachusetts each August to 
participate in the PMC. 

No other single athletic event raises or contributes more 
money to charity than the PMC. Since 1980, the PMC has 
raised $375 million for adult and pediatric cancer research 
and patient care at Dana-Farber Cancer Institute. The 
PMC gives 100 percent of every rider-raised dollar direct- 
ly to Dana-Farber and the Jimmy Fund, a rate of fundrais- 
ing that is nearly unequaled within the $3 billion athletic 
fundraising event industry. In 2012, the PMC raised $37 
million, accounting for more than 50 percent of the Jim- 
my Fund’s annual revenue. More than 230,000 individual 
contributions were made to last year’s PMC fundraising 
campaign. 

The PMC is a fully supported bike-a-thon — with food 
and water stops, mechanical and medical assistance, lug- 
gage transportation, and lodging — that runs through 46 
towns across Massachusetts. Cyclists choose from 11 
routes of varying mileage designed to cater to all levels of 
cycling strength and time availability. There are six two- 
day routes that range from 153 to 190 miles and five one- 
day rides that range from 25 to 110 miles. In 2013, cyclists 
are required to raise between $500 and $4,300 to ride in 
the PMC. 

The PMC is presented by the Red Sox Foundation and 
the New Balance Foundation.
